Families May Be Able To Opt 
Out Of In-Person Learning 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Parents of Quincy Public 
Schools students might be 
allowed to keep their chil- 
dren out of the classroom in 
the fall even if schools can 
re-open. 

A task force of Quincy 
Public Schools staff, teach- 


ers and parents — plus the 


city’s health commissioner, 
director of public buildings 
and director of traffic and 
parking — are in the midst of 
preparing for the new school 
year amid the coronavirus 
pandemic. Using guidance 
from the state, the task force 
will prepare plans for three 
different scenarios — in- 


person learning, continued 
remote learning, or a hybrid 
of the two. 

During the School Com- 
mittee meeting on July 8, 
Kevin Mulvey, the school 
system’s interim superin- 
tendent, said parents may 
be allowed to keep their 
children home where they 


would learn remotely, even 
if schools re-open. 

“T would suggest that if 
parents don’t feel comfort- 
able sending their children 
back to school, that we do 
consider setting up a remote 
alternative,” Mulvey said.

Semifinalists Chosen In Supt. Search

The search committee 
tasked with vetting candi- 
dates to be the next superin- 
tendent of the Quincy Public 
Schools has identified eight 
semifinalists who will be 
interviewed this week and 
next. 

School Committee mem- 
ber Frank Santoro, who is 
the chairman of the search 
committee, on July 8 said 
twenty candidates applied 
for the job. The search com- 
mittee winnowed the field 
of applicants down to eight 


semifinalists whom the com- 
mittee planned to interview 
this week through July 20. 
The names of the semifinal- 
ists are not publicly avail- 
able, and they will interview 
with the search committee 
behind Closed doors. 

The search committee 
is responsible for scoring 
based on selection criteria 
each candidate, both inter- 
nal and external, who is in- 
terviewed as a semifinalist. 
The committee will then 
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select between three and 
six external candidates as 
finalists for the position; all 
internal candidates will au- 
tomatically qualify as final- 
ists. 

Santoro said the finalists 
could be chosen as soon as 
July 22. The School Com- 
mittee will then conduct 
interviews with the finalists, 
which will be open to the 
public, during the last week 
of July and the first week of

perintendent on Aug. 12.

Of Renovated Kincaide Park 


City officials marked the 
opening of the newly reno- 
vated Kincaide Park Mon- 
day with a small community 
celebration. 

The park is located on 
Water Street in Southwest 
Quincy. Among the city 
leaders attending the cele- 
bration were Mayor Thomas 
Koch and Ward 4 Council- 
lor Brian Palmucci. 

The city invested more 
than $5.7 million in improv- 
ing. the park’s recreational 
elements and creating a 
five-acre rain garden to help 


-deal with localized flood- 


ing issues. A new synthetic 


fturf soccer field is the cen- 


terpiece of the project, sur- 
rounded by a walking track, 
fitness equipment, a spray- 
ground, two and half basket- 
ball courts, a sprinting track, 
a children’s playground, 140 
new trees, and more than 
1,100 new. plants. 

“This investment should 
significantly enhance the 
quality of life in this neigh- 


borhood and for our entire 
city,’ Koch said. “Health 
and wellness are major is- 
sues in today’s society and 
every neighborhood de- 
serves access to public fa- 
cilities that promote health 
and wellness. This new park 
provides a wide range of 
recreational opportunities 
for people of all ages, inter- 
ests, and abilities.” 

The park was designed 
by Bishop Land Design and 
local landscape architect 
Scott Bishop after months 
of community meetings and 
input. The contractor that 
won the competitive bid 
process was also a Quincy 
outfit, Fleming Bros. Con- 
struction. 

Added Koch, “I want to 
thank Councillor Brian Pal- 
mucci for his leadership on 
this project.-I also want to 
thank the City Councilors 
that supported this project 
and our other ongoing in- 
vestments in the quality of 


life in our great city. Work- 
ing together, we are accom- 
plishing great things for all 
the people of Quincy.” 

Kincaide Park sits across 
Roberts Street from- the 
new Southwest Middle 
School.

onto Sea Street. 

McCarthy said 
project would be mostly 
wrapped up this month once 
paving of the roadways is 
complete. 

“That will-be done. They 
might have to do a couple 
little things, but that will be 
done and then we will re- 
ally get an idea of some of 
the improvements in regards 
to the lights and the widen- 
ing of that lane,” McCarthy 
said, referring to the right- 
turn lane from Sea Street to 
Quincy Shore Drive.

Due to economic 
shutdowns and the proceed- 
ing loss of childcare and 
layoffs, the food center ex- 
perienced a sharp increase 
in demand from existing and 
new clients right away. 
With. that, QCAP navi- 
gated many challenges, in- 
cluding an unprecedented 
number of client intakes 
and emergency food orders 
brought on by loss of in- 
come, a significant reduc- 
tion of its volunteer-base, 


a decrease in the availabil- 
ity of rescued foods, larger 
and higher-cost orders from 
its food suppliers, and in- 
creased operating costs. The 
food center also worked 
in close collaboration with 
QCAP’ Head Start Center to 
assure families had adequate 
food and diapers during the 
shutdown. 

The grant from the Har- 
old Brooks Foundation will 
fund the food center over 
a two-year period. QCAP 
provides services to 26,000 
individuals annually in 
Quincy, Weymouth, Mil- 
ton, and Braintree, and more 
than 80 other communities 
in Greater Quincy, the South 
Shore, Metro Boston.

SCAM ALERT #1: 
COVID Grandparent Scam 

Since the start of the coronavirus pandemic, scam at- 
tempts have skyrocketed across the country. While the 
volume has increased, the types of crimes have largely re- 
mained the same, albeit with a COVID-19 twist. One of the 
most prevalent scams right now is the “grandparent scam” 
where an impostor claims to be a grandchild in urgent need 
of financial help because they are sick with the coronavirus. 

According to the FBI, victims in New Jersey and New 
York alone have lost $1 million to the grandparent scam in 
recent months. If you get a call from a grandchild or some- 
one claiming to be with your grandchild in urgent need, 
hang up and call your grandchild on a known number, or 
another relative who would know their whereabouts. Then 
report the scam to authorities at ftc.gov/complaint. 

SCAM ALERT #2: 
Door-To-Door Scams 

Warm weather brings with it door-to-door solicitations. 
Be cautious anytime a stranger comes knocking, especially 
if the visitor is trying to sell you goods or services. Pro- 
tect against bad actors by refusing to do business right on 
the spot. winch ask for credentials and check references 
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of anyone seeking to do work for you. If you agree to the _ 
visitor’s offer, pay by check or credit card, or arrange fi- 
nancing. Paying in cash can be dangerous — you may lose 
the cash and not get the promised goods or services. And 
always insist on a written contract before you pay anything 
and before work begins. 
SCAM ALERT #3: 
Extortion Scams , 

According to the FBI, 2020 has seen a spike in extortion 
scams. These are typically e-mail messages that include a 
password you’ve used in the past. The sender claims that 
they have installed malicious software on your computer, 
and have proof you’ve been frequenting adult websites. 
They warn they will share that proof with all of your email 
and social media contacts unless you send money — typi- 
cally in the form of hundreds of dollars of Bitcoin. 

True or not, this fear tactic works. But this is really just 
a phishing expedition using data obtained from a prior data 
breach. The hope is you’ll see an old (or cutrent) password 
and believe the message must be true and pay up. Don’t 
click on any links or respond to the scam message. But do 
report it to authorities at ftc.gov/complaint. - 

SCAM ALERT #4: 
Rental Property Scams 

Renting a home or apartment is a big expense and an 
even bigger one when the rental is a scam. Scammers look 
for easy cash by collecting the first month’s rent, a deposit, 
and application and background check fees and then bolt 
before handing over the keys. Numerous versions of rental 
frauds abound — some are bait-and-switch while others will 
attempt to rent out properties that are already leased or oth- 
erwise unavailable. 

Renters signing leases and putting down money based 
on units similar to a model unit is on the rise, and would- 
be renters are losing hundreds or even thousands of dollars. 
When renting a new place, watch out for scammers who ask 
you to sign before seeing anything or request payment via 
wire transfer, peer to peer apps or cash. Do your research 
on the property and owner, and read agreements carefully.

THIS POSTCARD is a view of the Wollaston Boulevard 
and bathing beach shortly after the road was opened 
100 years ago in May 1908. On the right is Beach Street. 
When the boulevard was first opened driving through 
cow pastures to reach the Fenno or Atlantic Street ends 
of the road was the only way to access it. The Metro- 
politan Commission also insisted that boaters could 
not use wagons with wheels to get their boats across the 
roadway to the yacht clubs because the wheels created 
ruts in the sand road surface. Instead, they were to use 


Sachem Brook under the boulevard to float their boats to —

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the clubhouses. Protests quickly led to the Beach Street 
opening and the curb cuts across the way to access the 
yacht club docks. It was several more years before the 
ends of the road we know today were completed. The 
elm tree was the last of a small grove of elms probably 
planted by the Quincy family who had owned the land 
south of Sachem Brook since colonial times. The elms 
provided shade for a grassy knoll that was next to a 
small beach before the boulevard was built.

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Gardeners Aim To Eliminate Black Swallow-Wort Pads 


By PAT ARTIS 
Throughout 
members Of the Wollaston 
Garden Club and other city 
gardeners have been in a 
private war to eliminate in- 
vasive plants from their gar- 
dens. These plants threaten 
bird and butterfly popula- 
tions and other native plant 
communities, and cost city 
governments millions of 
dollars in plant loss and for 
removal. 

This summer, along with 
the usual suspects like Ori- 
ental Bittersweet, Japanese 
Knotweed, and Garlic Mus- 
tard, gardeners are 
dealing with a bumper crop 
of Black Swallow-wort. It is 
extremely devastating to the 
Monarch butterfly popula- 
tion, as the plant does attract 
them, however, provides no 
nutrition for the developing 
larvae causing their death. 

Black Swallow-wort 
(Cynanchum nigrum), also 
called “the dog strangling 
vine” can be found in well- 
maintained gardens, climb- 
ing chain-link fences, or 
mounding over border veg- 
etation in all parts of Quin- 
cy. It is difficult to weed 
out completely because its 
white, fleshing root ten- 
tacles break off easily, but 
leave an extensive root sys- 
tem untouched. 

By extremely persistent 
weeding, and digging out

the root rhizome, the gar- 
dener can eventually be suc- 
cessful in eradication. Gar- 
deners should wear gloves 
when pulling pods or dig- 
ging up weeds to avoid po- 
tential skin irritation. 

Black swallow-wort 
weeds should not be thrown 
into a compost pile or put 
into yard-waste bags or 
barrels, but placed in tied 
plastic bags and put in the 
trash for incineration; their 


stoloniferous roots will re- 
sprout and seeds will not be 
destroyed in the composting 
process. 

Citizens’ are reminded to 
compost all other yard waste 
in the regular yard waste 
collections. For more infor- 
mation about Black ‘Swal- 
low-wort go to the Massa- 
chusetts Audubon website.

in their gardens; its -shiny 
green leaves come in pairs 
and it even sports a small 
purple star-shaped flower 
in July. Over a few seasons 
they discover it has taken 
over the garden, quickly 
winding around fences and 
shrubs, strangling out other 
plant species and eventu- 
ally displacing them perma- 
nently. 

At this time of year it has 
green pods, green-bean like 
in appearance; the pods are 
beginning to open now and 
the winds will soon release 


from each pod hundreds of 
seeds, beginning a whole 
new generation of plants. 

Citizens should remove 
the green seed pods now, 
before they turn brown, pre- 
venting the next generation 
from sprouting. The City of 
Cambridge has organized 
neighborhood “Pod Patrols” 
to rid their community of 
this invasive weed, with the 
slogan “Spread the Word... 
Not the Weed.” 

Diane Hill, Youth Chair 
of the Wollaston Garden 
Club- recently led some 


Lincoln-Hancock _ students 
on a “pod patrol” to collect 
pods from along a fence in 
their school yard. To really 
get rid of the invasive plant 
you must dig deep, remove 
the primary root, and keep 
weeding until it’s gone.

Dear Unsure Widow: It appears that you have been 
given some inconsistent information. If you are currently 
collecting a widow’s benefit from your deceased husband 
and have been since you were 60 years old, you cannot 
“take my own Social Security and half of my husband’s.” 
You only have two options now - to continue your cur- 
rent surviving widow’s benefit (which was reduced be- 
cause you Claimed it before your full retirement age), or 
to claim your own SS retirement benefit if that is more. 

‘If you are now collecting your survivor benefit (only), 
your benefit from your own work record is still growing. 
The key question is whether your own benefit from your 
own work record will ever be more than you are now col- 
lecting from your deceased husband as his widow. If your 
own SS retirement benefit will be more, you can switch 
to it whenever it has grown to be more than your current 
widow’s benefit. Your own benefit will reach maximum 
at age 70, so never wait beyond that to claim it. But if 
your current survivor benefit as a widow is more than 
your own benefit will be at any age, you should simply 
stay on that widow’s benefit. 

The easiest way to find this information out is to re- 
quest a Statement of Estimated Benefits from Social Se- 
curity. That statement will show you the amounts you are 
due on your own at your fall retirement age and also at 
age 70 (if you were born in 1955 your FRA is 66 plus 2 
months). If either or both of those amounts are more than 
your widow’s benefit, you can continue to collect your 
widow’s benefit until it makes financial sense to switch 
to your own. To request your Benefits Statement, contact 
Social Security directly at 1.800.772.1213, or your local 
office (find it at www.ssa.gov/locator). You can also get 
this online if you have a “my Social Security” account, 
and which you can create at www.ssa.gov/myaccount.

The term chills refers 
to a feeling of being cold 
without an obvious cause. 
You experience this feeling 
when your muscles recur- 
rently expand and contract 
and the vessels in your skin 
constrict. 

Chills can occur along 
with a fever and cause shiv- 
ering or shaking. You can 
experience chills consistent- 
ly with episodes lasting as 
long as an hour or they can 
occur periodically and. last 
only for several minutes. 

Some chills may occur 
after exposure to a cold 
environment. Additionally, 
they can also occur as a re- 
sponse to a bacterial or viral 
infection that may be the 
causes of a fever. 

Chills are: commonly as- 
sociated with the following 
illnesses: 

¢ bacterial or viral gastro- 
enteritis 

¢ flu 

* meningitis 

* sinusitis ’ 

* pneumonia 

¢ strep throat 


* urinary tract infections 
(UTIs) 

* malaria 

If you or your child has 
a fever with chills, there are 
some things you can do at 
home for comfort and relief. 

Home care for adults 

Treatment is usually 
based on whether your chills 
are associated with a fever 
and the severity of the fever. 
If your fever is mild and you 
are experiencing no other 
severe symptoms, you prob- 
ably won’t need to see your 
healthcare provider. It is 
also wise to get a sufficient 
amount of rest and drink 
plenty of liquids. A mild fe- 
ver is 101.4°F (38.6°C) or 
less. 

When you are experienc- 
ing chills, cover yourself 
with a light sheet and avoid 
heavy blankets or clothing, 
which can elevate your body 
temperature: Sponging your 
body with lukewarm water 
or taking a cool shower may 
help reduce a fever. Cold 
water, however, may gener- 
ate an episode of chills. 

Over-the-counter (OTC) 
medications can lower a fe- 
ver and combat chills, such 


as: 

* aspirin 

* acetaminophen 

¢ ibuprofen 

As with any medication, 
carefully follow the package 
instructions and take them 
as directed. Aspirin and ibu- 
profen are extremely useful 
at lowering your fever and 
reducing inflammation. Ac- 
etaminophen will help to re- 
duce a fever, but it won’t de- 
crease inflammation. Keep 
in mind, that Acetamino- 
phen can be toxic to your 


liver if not taken as directed’ 


and long-term use of ibupro- 
fen can precipitate kidney 
and stomach damage. 

Home care for children 

Treating a child with 
chills and fever depends on 
the child’s age, temperature, 
and any associated symp- 
toms. Generally, if your 
child’s fever ‘is between 
100F (37.8°C) and 102F 
(38.9°C) and they are ex- 
periencing any discomfort, 
you can give them acet- 
aminophen in tablet or liq- 
uid form. It’s vital to follow 
the dosing instructions on 
the package. 

Additionally, it is unwise 


to bundle feverish children 
in heavy blankets or multi- 
ple layers of clothing. Dress 
them in lightweight apparel 
and ensure that they remain 
hydrated. 

It is of the utmost impor- 
tance to remember that you 
should never give aspirin to 
children under the age of 18 
because of the risk of Reye’s 
syndrome. Reye’s syndrome 
is a rare but serious disorder 
that can arise in children 
who are given aspirin while 
fighting a viral infection. 

It is probably a good idea 
to call your healthcare pro- 
vider if your fever and chills 
don’t improve after 48 hours 
of home care or if you expe- 
rience any of the following 
symptoms: 

* stiff neck 

¢ wheezing 

* severe coughing 


* forceful vomiting 
* unusual sensitivity to

Your doctor will most 
likely perform a physical

examination and possibly 
run diagnostic tests to see if 
a bacterial or viral infection 
is producing your fever. Di- 
agnostic tests may include a: 

¢ blood test, including a 
blood culture to detect bac- 
teria or fungi in the blood 

* sputum culture of se- 
cretions from the lungs and 
bronchi 

* urinalysis 

¢ chest X-ray to detect 
pneumonia, tuberculosis, or 
other infections 

If you are diagnosed with 
a bacterial infection, such 
as strep throat or pneumo- 
nia you may be prescribed a 
course of an antibiotic.

“We are striving to be a 
school culture and climate 
that is resilient so that we 
can face the challenges that 
come and in particular when 
we are faced with issues re 
lated to racism and bigotry.” 
she said. 

“We can’t prevent all of 
these incidents from hap 
pening, but we want to be 
able to be responsive and re 
affirming in our response.” 

School officials are lis- 
tening to the concerns stu- 
dents have raised on social 
media, Papile said. 

“They were hard to read,” 
she said. “We certainly are 
listening and reflecting and 
trying to figure out how to 
move forward together as a 
whole school community.” 

Kevin Mulvey, the in- 
terim superintendent, said 
the process would involve 
all stakeholders including 
teachers, staff, students and 
families. 

“This work will require 
everyone to participate in 
difficult and at times un- 
comfortable conversations,” 
he said. “This is a journey 
that is sure to bring many 
challenges, but I am con- 
fident that positive change 
will be the reward. The re- 
ward will be that we have a 
school culture that is safe, 
reaffirming and inclusive of 
all students and their fami- 
lies.” 

‘Pinderhughes, the direc- 
tor of programs for Visions 
Inc., said the work that takes 
places this summer ‘is just 
the beginning of the process.

Born to William and 
Elizabeth (Hagerty) Maher 
in 1930 Mary was followed 
by and helped raise four 
younger brothers: Mike, 
Ralph, John and Arthur. 

Mary went to the Wol- 
Beale 
Street and would sometimes 
be late playing with best 
friend Jimmy Mclntyre. 
They were often caught 
climbing trees or playing 
on the cannon that was in 
the park across the street. 
Jimmy went on to become 
the mayor of Quincy from 
1965-1971 and Mary, well 
she continues to be one of 
the most colorful, vivacious, 
generous and loving women 
the the City of Presidents 
has known, now for nearly 
a century. 

After the WoHaston 
School, Mary went to St. 
Gregory’s in Dorchester for 
junior high school. She was 
once sent to sit with the first 
grade class in her raincoat, 
because the nuns thought 
her sweater was too tight. It 
was there she met the ladies 
of “Club”, a group of young 
girls who would become 
friends for the next 75 years. 

During rationing in 
World War II that sweater 
was a secret weapon. The 
Dairy Boy at the First Na- 
tional on Beale Street had 
a crush on her and would 
always give her an extra ra- 
tion of butter. 

Mary then went on to 
Quincy High School, gradu- 
ating in the class of 1948. 
After high school Mary 
worked at Granite Trust 
Bank in Quincy Square. 
One day while standing 
on the corner of Beale and 
Hancock Streets a young ap- 
prentice meat cutter named 
Tommy Dowling from the 
First National approached 
her and said “go home and 
change and I’ll take you to 
the movies.” Her response: 
“take me as I am!” 

Two years later he took 
her to the altar of Saint 
Ann’s Church on leave from 
the Army over Memorial 
Day-Weekend 1951. They 
set up housekeeping at 9 Old 
Colony Ave. and Fort Bragg 
in Fayetteville NC.

Montclair was a wonder- 
ful neighborhood to raise a 
family and Mary was ac- 
tive in all of her children’s 
school and leisure activities. 
She also assumed leadership 
roles at Sacred Heart Church 
as prefect of Sodality and 
one of the lead organizers 
of the annual May Festival. 
She started the Sacred Heart 
Bowling league and was a 
den Mother for Cub Scouts 
Pack 27, Den 9. Tom was 
the cub master. 

During these years she 
became legendary for her 
parties and was known as 
the “hostess with the most- 
est.” As the children grew 
and flew she returned -to 
the work place in the mid 
1970s. She worked for an- 
other legend, Bob Foy in 
the Treasurer’s office at City 
Hall.

THE WORDS “White Lives Matter’ was recently spray painted on a cross walk at an intersec- 
tion at Fort Square. A local clergyman calls the act ignorant and racist hate speech, 
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that getting there is going to 
take time,” he said. “We’re 
talking about a multi-year 
process.” 

Pinderhughes said the 
next step would be to gather 
feedback from stakeholders, 
including current and for- 
mer teachers, staff, students 


and families. The feedback 
could come from surveys 
or focus .groups, and could 
begin as soon as the fall se- 
mester. 

“Tt really is important to 
assess what basically the 
challenges are,” he said. “I 
also want to say it’s impor- 
tant to assess what the suc- 


cesses look like, because 
you may alteady be doing 
some things that it is impor- 
tant to continue with.” 

The feedback gathered 
as part of the process would 
determine where to proceed 
from there. 

“We would like to get a 
cross, section — we would 


like students, we certainly 
like faculty, staff, adminis- 
tration, parents — as a way to 
glean some of that informa- 
tion, collate it, and provide a 
set of recommendations that 
would be next steps,” Pin- 
derhughes said. “The next 
steps are often informed by 
that assessment.” 


He said a typical next 
step is the development of 
equity team to help support 
the process. That team could 
include representatives from 
a cross section of the com- 
munity and would provide 
an outlet for members of the 
community to voice their 
concerns. 


Other next steps could 
include additional training 
for staff as well as training 
for students. Depending 
on which path is chosen, 
school staff could even be 
trained as Visions consul- 
tants, meaning they would 
be able to train other district 
employees in the future. 


Families May Be Able To Opt Out Of In-Person Learning 
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planned to send a survey 
to parents, asking them for 
their input on re-opening in 
the fall, as soon as July 10. 
The. task force will use the 
survey results to determine 
how a voluntary remote 
learning program could 
work. 

“The question will be 
staffing for that program, 
budgeting for that program, 
technology for that pro- 
gram, SO we are hoping that 
the survey results that we 
get from parents will give 
us at least some indication,” 
about how many parents 
might not feel comfortable 
with their children returning 
to the classroom, Mulvey 
said. 

Asimilar survey could be 


sent out to teachers as well, 
he added. Focus groups for 
stakeholders, including stu- 
dents, parents and teachers, 
are likewise planned for this 
month. 

The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Elementary and 
Secondary Education on 
June 25 released a 26-page 
memo outlining the initial 
guidance for school districts 
to resume in-person learning 
in the fall. The memo covers 
a number of topics, includ- 
ing distancing requirements, 
masks and personal protec- 
tive equipment, food ser- 
vice, screening of students 
and testing for the virus. 

The state will release ad- 
ditional guidance later this 
month that will cover topics 
such as athletics and trans- 


portation. 

The DESE — guidance 
recommends six feet of 
distance between individu- 
als when feasible but sets a 
minimum distance require- 
ment of three feet when 
combined with other safety 
measures outlined in the 
memo, such as the wearing 
of masks and frequent hand- 
washing. 

Mulvey said the DESE 
has provided districts with a 
tool to determine how many 
students could fit within a 
classroom with either three 
or six feet of spacing. The 
school system’s principals 
were in the process of map- 
ping out each classroom us- 
ing that tool, Mulvey said; 
they will also use the tool 
to determine how many stu-

The state guidance re- 
quires students in grades 
two and up to wear masks 
or other face coverings.

Other per- 
sonal protective equipment 
is not required but would 
be optional depending on 
need. Teachers, for exam- 
ple, would not need to. wear 


gloves while teaching but 
may need when making nec- 
essary contact with students. 

Mulvey said Quincy has 
an adequate supply of per- 
sonal protective equipment 
available for the new school 
year. The city purchased 
that PPE using funding from 
the federal CARES Act. The 
city is also using CARES 
Act funds to purchase 
Chromebooks for every stu- 
dent in grades five through 
twelve, plus additional lap- 
tops for teachers and faculty.

Loving Cup --- In past cen- 
turies before the invention of 
the camera, heroes and celeb- 
rities were remembered with 
figurines, prints and plates, 
and mugs of glass or ceram- 
ics. Coronations, royal wed- 
dings, major exhibitions and 
historic events were com- 
memorated by souvenirs with 
depictions of the people or the 
event. The Royal Doulton Co. 
made many figurines of at- 
tractive imaginary people and 
animals. The company started 
making several sizes of small 
character jugs honoring fic- 
tional as well as real people in 
1930, and it still makes a few 
new ones each year. Most sell 
today for under $100. 

Thirty limited edition loving 
cups and jugs (pitchers) about 
10 inches high were made 
from 1930 to 1938, and two 
that honor Queen Elizabeth, 
one at her coronation in 1953, 
the other at her Silver Jubilee 
in 1977. The pieces designed 
by Charles Noke, molded with 
raised figures and decorated in 
bright colors, are rare. Each 
has a special mark on the bot- 
tom explaining the history of 


‘the hero and events pictured. 


The standard Royal Doulton 
Co. mark, a lion and crown, 
also is used. These limited 
editions were selling for more 
than $1,000 each until about 
10 years ago, when all Doul- 
ton prices fell. 

A commemorative Admiral 
Lord Nelson loving cup auc- 
tioned at Skinner Auctions in 
Boston in 2015 for $800. Lord 
Nelson was a naval hero who 
fought in many naval battles 


and seemed unstoppable. He 


lost an arm in one battle, an 
eye in another, and he was 
finally killed at the Battle of 
Trafalgar Bay in 1805.On one 
side of the loving cup is a pic- 
ture of the one-armed admiral

in his ship; a sinking ship 
and lifeboat with sailors is 
on the other side.

Q: I have a silver spoon 
marked with a small hall- 
mark: the letter “S” in the 
middle of wings. I’d like 
to know the maker and 
when it was made. 

A: This mark was used by 
George W. Shiebler, who 
started his company in Bal- 
timore in 1876. He moved 
to Brooklyn and the com- 
pany name became George 
W. Shiebler & Co. in 1891. 
It went: out of business in 
1910. The company made 
flatware, hollowware, sou- 
venir spoons and specialty 
items. A sterling teaspoon 
is worth about $25 to $50. 
A plated teaspoon sells for 
only $10 to $15.

When this summer’s 
26th annual golf  tourna- 
ment to benefit the North 
Quincy High School Foot- 
ball: Alumni was cancelled 
due to the pandemic, there 
was a sense of disappoint- 
ment, But so, too, was there 
an understanding that it was 
in step with all things in our 
COVID-19 world. 

In other words; it was 
easy to maintain perspec- 
tive. 

But the same cannot 
be said for the devastating 
news about a North Quincy 
HS brother, a friend, and a 
man with the kindest and 
most giving heart we have

been fortunate to know. 
For Jake Kennedy (Class 
of 1973) to be crippled by 
the insidious amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis — more 
commonly called ALS — is 
simply something we can- 
not understand, a continuing 
nightmare that numbs us to 
the core. 

Perspective, be damned. 
Right now there is a river 
of tears to be cried, because 
this one truly hurts. When 
Jake: was diagnosed with 
ALS late last year, the shock 
had barely sunk in when his 
condition began to deterio- 
rate. Presently, Jake requires 
around-the-clock care ‘and 
the man who has spent most 


of his adult life pouring his 
heart, his time, his energies, 
and his financial powers into 
helping children in need is 
now in need of our help. 

A GoFundMe page has 
been established to assist 
in the Kennedy family’s 
effort to meet the personal 
care needs of this hero. And 
make no mistake, Jake Ken- 
nedy is a hero for all he has 
done and all he continued to 
do even in the aftermath of 
crushing news after crush- 
ing news. 

If you know Jake or 
know the Kennedy fam- 
ily, you likely know of this 
painful tale. Jake’s father, 
Chris, died of ALS in 1989 


and 11 years later so did the 
youngest brother, Jimmy. 
That is where the pain, al- 
ready insufferable, should 
have ended, with, Jake and 
his brother Richard going 
on to do incomparable so- 
cial and philanthropic good.

Youth Arena, 

“The light will be moved 
from Ginger Betty’s over 
so it will have a light that 
will assist getting out of the 
hockey rink,” McCarthy 
said. 

“We’re going to make 
some improvements on the 
corner there at Narragan- 
set to try to slow the traffic 
coming in and out of there. 
If you go into Narraganset 
or come out sometimes, 
you’ve got to get a running 
start. It’s going to be shaped 
where the light is coming 
into play. So, if you’re com- 
ing out of Narraganset, I be- 
lieve you’re going to have to 
wait for the light to give you 
the arrow and then you can 
go; it might be on a blinking 
yellow all the time. 

“We’re going to do some 
work in that area.” 

The road will also be wid- 
ened in front of Our Lady of 


Good Counsel Church. 

“We’re going to go down 
in front of the church, and 
we dealt with Father Mar- 
tin, who is a great guy, and 
it looks like we’re going 
to take six or seven feet in 
front of the church, move 
the sidewalk in to create le- 
gitimate parking spots right 
in front of the church,” Mc- 
Carthy said. 

“By widening that side, 
it gives us parking spots on 
the other side for the fitness 
place and the realty place 
that are across the street 
from Grumpy White’s. Ey- 
erything is going to shift a 
little bit. The street is going 
to be the same, but we’re 
going to shift so that way we 
can shift a little bit and we 
can utilize that area, because 
if you park at the fitness 
[place] or the realty place, 
you’re kind of hanging out 
and Sea Street, even though 
we dropped the speed limit 


down to 25 miles an hour, 
they still come out kind of 
fast. 

“That will give Father 
Martin some parking. That 
will give the businesses 
there some parking.” 

Additional work along 
the corridor will include the 
curbing and paving and the 
installation of bike lanes. 
The median might be re- 
moved in spots as well. 

“The rest of the street 
going down is going to be 
re-curbed, repaved, painted 
bike lanes [put] down,” Mc- 
Carthy said. “Some median 
strips are going to be there 
— we took a lot of them out. 

“We took the median 
strips out by Our Lady of 
Good Counsel and Grumpy 
White’s, because if you 
pulled out of let’s say the 
church parking lot, you’d be 
forced to take a right — you 
wouldn’t be able to cross. 


So, we removed those me- 
dian strips. We’ ve got a few 
down further to slow people 
down by Barbour Terrace 
where you make the swing 
and then we talked-about 
more median strips down by 
Dunkin’ Donuts, but we’re 
kind of taking those out. 
“Then really I think from 
the Hofbrau down to Palmer 
Street, we’re going to have 
a more prominent rumble 


‘strip. Then you’re going to 


get a little median strip and 
some better lights and cross- 
ing lights down at Braintree 
Ave.” 

McCarthy said the sec- 
ond phase of work along 
Sea Street could potentially 
begin next year, but addi- 
tional community meetings 
will be held to go over the 
design. 

“We have to have a cou- 
ple more community meet- 
ings,” he said. “There is still 


a lot of fine tuning. Nothing 
has been put to me yet in a 
final [form].” 

Additional work is set 
to take place in the area of 
Broad Street, Southern Ar- 
tery and Sea Street, some of 
which is linked to the city’s 
plan to construct a new pub- 
lic safety headquarters at the 
present site of the police sta- 
tion. 

“There is going to be 
some work done coming 
out of Broad Street Where 
you’re only going to be able 
to take a right turn. You’re 
not going to take that left 
turn, that suicide turn, out 
anymore,” McCarthy said. 

“That’s actually going to 
happen, I. think, before we 
even start the police station. 
When the police- station 
starts, which probably has 
slowed a little bit because of 
COVID-19, then that whole 
Coddington _intersection 
will get a makeover.” 


In addition, McCarthy 
noted National Grid is in the 
process of replacing the gas 
main under Sea Street be- 
tween Palmer Street and the 
Willows at the beginning of 
Houghs Neck. As a result, 
gas service to the peninsula 


will improve and the road 


itself will be repaved. 

“There is a lotgping on 
from the police station all 
the way to the Willows, be- 
cause when National Grid is 
done with the work they are 
doing from Palmer Street 
pretty much down to the 
Willows, they are going to 
repave it and Houghs Neck 
is going to have a brand new 
gas line with gas pressure 
that they have never had,” 
McCarthy said. 

“You pretty much get a 
facial from the Willows all 
the way up to the police sta- 
tion probably over the next 
24 months.” 


Adams Shore, HN Seawall Work Done By Year’s End 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

A project to replace-‘more 
than one mile of seawall 
along Quincy Bay is on pace 
for completion by the end of 
this year. 

“So far, they are all 
good,” Ward 1 Councillor 
David McCarthy said re- 
cently. “We haven’t run into 
any major issues.” 

The project entails the 
replacement of 6,900 lin- 
ear feet of seawall between 
Chickatabot Road in Adams 
Shore and Babcock Street in 
Houghs Neck. The seawall 
will be built two feet higher 
than the one it is replacing; 
the design of the new sea- 


wall also allows the city to 
raise the height another two 
feet in the future. 

The $17.8 million proj- 
ect also includes drainage 
improvements in the area 
of Chickatabot Road and a 
drainage study for the entire 
area behind the new sea- 
wall, Included in that will 
be a study of drainage in the 
Willows Marsh, the cost of 
which the city will split with 
the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers. 

The replacement of the 
seawall began in the spring. 
McCarthy said the corona- 
virus pandemic delayed the 
contractor for the project, 


Acton-based MIG Corpora- 
tion, “a little at the begin- 
ning because they didn’t 
know how many they could 
put into their crews.” ~ 

The work is now well 
underway, .and the project 
should be completed before 
the beginning of December. 

“They started weeks ago 
at the Willows coming out 
of Houghs Neck and then 
they jumped up into Adams 
Shore, Herron Road and the 
Post Island area,” McCarthy 
said. 

“Right now, ‘they have 
most of those sections — Her- 
ron Road Beach and Post Is- 


land — dislodged, we’ll call 
it, but in place, waiting for 
the rods. They will build the 
revetment up and they will. 
mount those new blocks that 
will come in and it will be 
two feet higher. 

“They had to jump past 
the Willows and. Post Is- 
land on that Sea Street sec- 
tion because they still were 
giving people time to move _ 
their stairs. That part of the | 
seawall is so close to peo- ' 
ple it is in their backyard. 
So they said they will do a 
chunk at the Willows, we’ll 
do the chunk at Post Island 
and Herron Road, and then

“Increased testing within 
these communities will help 
to identify new cases of CO- 
VID-19 and help stop com- 
munity transmission. It will 
also provide people with a 
certain sense of comfort if 
they do believe they may 
have been exposed or other- 


wise believe they need to be 
tested” 

The testing initiative 
could be expanded to addi- 
tional communities if neces- 
sary. 

“If there is evidence of 
an increase of positive tests 
in other communities, we 
will look into expanding this 


initiative to those communi- 
ties as well,” Baker said. 
The state Department of 
Public Health on Monday 
reported 154 new confirmed 
cases of COVID-19 in Mas- 
sachusetts, bringing the total 
number of confirmed casés 
to 105,783. Five new deaths 
were reported Monday, rais- 


ing the total deaths among 
confirmed cases to 8,115.

The city is also planning 
to replace the section of 
seawall between Babcock 
Street and Bayswater Road. 
The design of that section of 


seawall is nearly complete, 
McCarthy said, and com- 
munity meetings on that part 
of the project could be held 
later this year. 

“I think the design is at a 
point where we are ready to 
have a community meeting 
very soon,” he said, “prob- 
ably in the fall.” 

If all goes well, McCar- 
thy said construction of that 
seawall could start some- 
time next year.
